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PREFACE TO THE FIRST EDITION 


The need of a critical edition of the Kautiliya Arthasdstra has 
long been felt. The first Mysore edition of Dr. R. Shama Sastri 
was based on a single manuscript. His subsequent editions give 
readings from two manuscripts in the Oriental Manuscripts Library, 
Madras, but the two manuscripts are not differentiated and readings 
from both are given as from ms. 7, The Punjab edition of J. Jolly 
and R. Schmidt has utilised a very important transcript in the 
Oriental Library at Munich; for the rest, it has mainly relied on 
the variants given in Shama Sastri’s later editions, giving them 
under M in place of the latter’s 9, Moreover, the readings are not 
given as foot-notes on the same page, but are given in a separate 
volume. Pandit T. Ganapati Sastri’s three-volume edition in the 
Trivandrum Series is based on a great deal of fresh material and 
is extremely valuable. Surprisingly, however, beyond the first 
hundred pages or so, he very rarely gives variants from the different 
manuscripts consulted by him. This is rather unfortunate, since , 
two of the manuscripts used by him cannot now be traced. 


The present is an attempt to supply the need of a critical edition 
of this text. It grew out of an original project of preparing a new 
English translation with notes in elucidation of the text. Every 
‘ effort is made to utilise as much manuscript and other material as 
was available in the preparation of this edition. An important new 
source of which a special mention must be made is the fragment 
of a Devanagari manuscript from the Patan Bhandar which I was 
allowed to collate through the courtesy of Muni Jinavijayaji. It is 
indeed a great pity that the rest of this manuscript is lost. The 
siitras in the present edition have been prominently numbered, 
which, I hope, will facilitate the work of giving references to this 
text. At the end I have added a Glossary of important, unusual 
and technical words found in this work. It is hoped that it will 
enhance the usefulness of this edition. 


The English translation of the text with full critical and 
explanatory notes is now in the Press and is expected to be published 
in a few months’ time as Part II of this work. The printing of 
Part III, which will contain a Study of this important work, will 
also begin shortly. 


In the Introduction I have expressed my thanks to the many 
scholars and Institutions who very kindly made manuscripts and 
other material available to me. Here I must thank Pref. H. D.

Velankar, Joint Director, Bharatiya Vidya Bhavan, Bombay, who 
went through this edition in manuscript and made some useful 
suggestions. 

I have to express my gratefulness to the Syndicate of the 
University of Bombay for undertaking the publication of all the 
three Parts of my work under the auspices of the University and 
including them in the newly started series, University of Bombay 
Studies: Sanskrit, Prakrit and Pali.

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INTRODUCTION 


The following manuscripts were used in the preparation ot this 
edition : 


D-This is a fragment of a palm-leaf manuscript in Devanagari 
characters discovered in a Jain Bhandar at Patan in North Gujarat 
by Muni Jinavijayaji, formerly Honorary Director, Bharatiya Vidya 
Bhavan, Bombay. This is the only Arthasdstra ms. from North India 
and the only Devanagari ms. of the text to be found so far. 
Unfortunately, only a fragment of the ms. has been discovered. The 
first folio is missing. The fragment begins with folio 2 (which is 
much torn) starting with gagefaq: (1.1.4 and breaks off at folio 54 
ending with the words aa: 9 Hag? (2.7.29). There is an addi- 
tional folio, No. 64, which contains sitras 2.11.21-39. The ms. is very 
old; Muni Jinavijayaji thinks that it belongs to the 12th century 
AD. The ms. contains marginal notes throughout giving explana- 
tions of words in the text. There are reasons to believe that these 
explanations are culled from an old Sanskrit commentary on the text 
by Yogghama, a tiny fragment of which was also discovered at 
Patan along with this ms. See Cnn below. In a few places, the 
ms. shows portions of some commentary incorporated in the text. 
Two of these additions, those in 2.2.16 and 2.3. 20, are distinctly 
derived from Cnn, and it seems quite likely that the others too, viz., 
those after 1.15.61, after 1.19.7,-after 1.19. 33 and in 1.20.15, are 
also derived from the same source. Despite these additions, which 
are easily recognisable, the text has been extremely well preserved 


‘in this ms. As a rule, it provides better and what appear to be 


original readings. Where this ms. was available, I have generally 
preferred readings from it to those from other mss. I must express 
my gratefulness to Muni Jinavijayaji for having placed at my 
disposal this ms. for the purposes of this edition. A text based on 
this ms. together with the fragment of Yogghama’s commentary is 
now published: A Fragment of the Koutalya’s Arthasdstra alias 
Rajasiddhanta, edited by Muni Jina Vijay, with a Preface by D. D. 
Kosambi (Bombay, 1959). 


G, -This is a palm-leaf manuscript in Grantha characters now 
in the Mysore Government Oriental Library, No. 3230. It originally 
belonged to a Pandit in the Tanjore District and was acquired from 
him along with a fragment of the Pratipadapancika, a Sanskrit 
commentary by Bhattasvamin, Cp below. The ms. contains - the 
entire text on 168 folios. The Mysore edition of the Arthasdstra 
by R. Shama Sastri is based on this ms. The ms. is carefully written,

though it contains many scribal errors as well as a few lacunae. , 
There is no mention of the copyist’s name nor any indication of its 
date. Shama Sastri thinks that it is not more than a century or 
two old (Indian Antiquary, 1905, p. 6). I am thankful to Dr. P. kK, 
Gode, Curator of the Manuscripts Library, Bhandarkar Oriental 
Research Institute, Poona, for procuring this ms. for my use. 


G, -This is a transcript in Devanagari said to have been made 
in 1907 from a Grantha ms. belonging to the Oriental College 
Library, Madras. The transcript contains the whole text carefully 
written on 603 pages of quarto size paper and belongs to the Govern- 
ment Library, Munich, Germany (Sanskrit Ms. No. 335). The 
transcript was used in the preparation of the Punjab edition of 
J. Jolly and R. Schmidt, being designated there as B. Variant 
readings from this transcript were first given by Jolly in the 
Zeitschrift der Deutschen Morgenlindischen Gesellschaft (ZDMG, 
70, 547-554; 71, 227-239; 414-428; and ‘72, 209-223). It should be 
mentioned that in the Oriental Mss. Library in Madras, there is no 
trace whatever of any Grantha ms., from which this transcript could 
have been made. Inquiries made of Sastris associated with the 
Library from 1912 onwards have shown that there was, so far as 
they remembered, no Grantha ms. of the Arthasdstra in the Mss. 
Library at Madras. If there ever was one, it must be presumed 
to have been lost. The transcript shows very great affinities with 
the Malayalam ms. M, below and it seems to me that it has been 
transcribed from M, rather than from any Grantha ms. This is 
shown particularly by the circumstance that sitras 7.9.20-23 and 
9.7. 40-44, which are missing in M, (but not in (G, are also missing 
in G, according to the ZDMG. This surmise was confirmed when 
I visited the Staatsbibliothek in Munich in 1961 and went through 
the transcript. The transcript was made by one Venkayya in 
Madras in 1907. There can now be no doubt that it is a transcript of 
M;. The mention in the Punjab edition of its being a transcript of a 
Grantha ms. is erroneous. Readings from this transcript are now 
given in accordance with the collation made in Munich. 


G in the foot-notes stands for G, and G, together, though G, 
is really unconnected with any Grantha ms. 


M,-This is a palm-leaf manuscript in Malayalam characters, 
originally belonging to the Raja of Edappalli in the former Travancore 
State, now in the University Mss. Library, Trivandrum, No. C.O. 
2537. It contains the entire text on 132 folios. This ms. was the 
basis of the edition of the Arthasastra by T. Ganapati Sastri in the’ 
Trivandrum Sanskrit Series. There is no mention of the copyist’s

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name nor is there any indication of its date. It appears to be fairly 
old, perhaps written about three hundred years ago. It is carefully 
written, though there are quite a few scribal errors. {t has un- 
doubtedly preserved the text better than G;.I am indebted to the 
late Prof. V. A. Ramaswami Sastri, then Honorary Director, 
University Mss. Library, Trivandrum, for the loan of this ms. 


M,- This is a transcript in Devanagari characters made from 
a Malayalam manuscript in 1905. It is No. D 15608 of the Govern- 
ment Oriental Mss. Library, Madras, and contains the entire text 
on 518 pages bound in one volume. Though the Malayalam ms. 
from which the transcript was made is not specified, there is no 
doubt that it was made from the Edappalli ms., M, above. A note 
at the beginning of the transcript says that it was compared with the 
Edappalli ms. as well as with the Paliam ms. No. 486B. A note at 
the end says that it was compared with the original ms. in 1915; 
another that it was compared with a ms. belonging to Ampalakot 
Kartmakara Menon of Calicut in 1918; a third that pp. 84-507 (of 
the transcript) were compared with a different ms. obtained from 
the Sanskrit Library, Tripunithura, Cochin State, in 1920. Variants 
from these mss. are found throughout the transcript either as 
marginal notes or as corrections made in the original. The parti- 
cular ms. from which the variant is derived, is however mentioned 


‘only in a few cases. Besides, from the beginning to the end of 


chapter 2.13, numerous corrections in red pencil are to be found. 
The basis of these corrections is not at all clear. This transcript 
was used by Ganapati Sastri for his edition and designated 1 by 
him. I must thank the authorities of the Government Oriental Mss. 
Library, Madras, who, in the summer of 1946, gave me all facilities 
for consulting this as well as other mss. in their collection. 


M,-This is a palm-leaf manuscript in Malayalam characters 
originally belonging to the Swamiar Matham at Thiruvarppu in 
Travancore State and now in the University Mss. Library, Tri- 
yvandrum, No. 12771. It contains the entire text on 106 folios. It 
is a copy of the Edappalli ms. (My above) and seems to have been 
copied about a hundred years ago. The ms. shows numerous scribal 
errors and in one place (2. 36. 9-33) the copyist has forgotten to copy 
one side of a folio of its exemplar, My. The ms. is designated q 
by Ganapati Sastri in his edition. It has little, if any, independent 
value. I got this ms. also on loan through the courtesy of the late 


Prof. V. A. Ramaswami Sastri. 
M in the foot-notes stands for M,, Me and M, together. 
T-This is Government Oriental Mss. Library, Madras, No. D 
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in about the 12th century A.D. The commentary first reproduces 
the text in small sections and then gives full explanations of the 
same. The readings of this commentary agree to a large extent with 
those of M,. Quite often, however, it provides better readings and 
these have been adopted. In a very few places, the actual comment 
pre-supposes a reading different from the one in the text as 


reproduced. 

Cj-This is a fragmentary Sanskrit commentary, being available 
only from the beginning to the end of chapter 3.1. There are a few 
lacunae, one particularly long one being from 2.24.5 to 2.32. 4. 
When I used the transcript in the Government Oriental Mss. Library, 
Madras (No. R. 5208), made from a ms. in the Paliyam collection, 
I thought that it was a fragment of one and the same.commentary. 
But it transpires that here we have fragments of two different 
commentaries, that on Book 1 being from the Jayamangala, probably 
by Sankararya, who wrote a commentary of the samename on 
Kamandaka’s Nitisdra. The rest of the fragment is from another 
commentary called Canakyatika by Bhiksu Prabhamati. The entire 
fragment is now edited by G. Harihara Sastri and published in the 
Journal of Oriental Research, Madras, Book 1 being also separately 
published in book form. It was possible to make use of this frag- 
ment in its printed form for this edition. 

Cn-This is the Nayacandrika, a Sanskrit commentary by 
Madhavayajvan, which begins at chapter 7.7 and comes to an end 
at 12.4.11. There are many lacunae, one particularly long one being 
from 7.11.27 to 7.15.12. The commentary is printed in the second 
volume of the Punjab edition of the text, being edited by Udayavira 
Sastri from a transcript in the Government Oriental Mss. Library, 
Madras (No. R 2403). The Trivandrum Library also has a copy 
(No. C.O. 688). The printed verston was used for the present 
purpose. It is corrupt in many places, but the reading presupposed 
by the commentary can often be made out with a fair degree of 


accuracy. 

Cnn-—This is a very small fragment of a Sanskrit commentary, 
called Nitinirniti, by Yogghama, which was discovered along with 
ms. D in the Patan Bhandar. It is available only from 2.1.1 to 
2.4.1, though the marginal notes in D seem also to be derived from 
this same commentary. Muni Jinavijayaji very kindly placed at my 
disposal the printed forms of this valuable fragment, which has now 
been published along with ms. D. 

Cp-This is a Sanskrit commentary called Pratipadapancika by 
Bhattasvamin,. available only from 2.8.5 to the end of the 2nd 
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Adhikarana. A ms. of this commentary was secured along with G, 
from the Pandit in Tanjore for the Mysore edition. There is another 
copy in the University Mss. Library, Trivandrum (No. C.O. 682). 
A transcript in Telugu characters of another ms. obtained from 
Kutalurmana, Malabar District, is found in the Government Oriental 
Mss. Library, Madras (No. D 3873). This commentary is published 
in the Journal of the Bihar and Orissa Research Society, Vols. XI 
and XII (1925 and 1926), edited by K. P. Jayaswal and A. Banerji- 
Sastri. It is this last that has been used for the present purpose. 


Cs-This is Srimila, the Sanskrit commentary written by T. 
Ganapati Sastri and published along with the text in his edition 
in the Trivandrum Sanskrit Series. Naturally, Ganapati Sastri 
made free use of the earlier commentaries available to him. But 
it is not just to maintain, as K. Sambasiva Sastri seems to have done, 
that the Srimiila is a verbatim copy of the Bhasavyakhyana. 


Variants from the commentaries are mentioned only in a few 
cases, except when a reading from a commentary is preferred. to 
the readings of the manuscripts. In .this latter case, the fact that 
the reading adopted is derived from a commentary is indicated by 
putting the symbol for the commentary in square brackets after the 
variants in the foot-notes, thus—[Cb], etc. Where the authority of 
an earlier commentary was available, that alone is referred to in 
such a case, even when Cs also agrees with it. 


In a few cases, readings from the Mysore and Punjab editions 
are also mentioned, the Mysore edition being referred to as m and 
the Punjab as p. In rare cases, the source of the reading adopted 
is the printed editions (edd.). 


In the preparation of the present edition, it has been found 
necessary to resort to emendations in many places. The fact that the 
reading adopted in the text is an emendation is indicated by ‘em.’ 
added in square brackets after the variants in the foot-notes. Most 
of these emendations will, it is hoped, be found to justify themselves, 
being in many cases corrections of what are obviously scribal errors. 
Quite often an 3fq at the end of a sutra is omitted, as it seems to 
have got into the text from some commentary like Cnn which 
reproduces a siitra with zfq added at the end before commenting 
onit. In the case of words like seg, 4eat, @u and a few others, 
the same form has been adopted everywhere for the sake of , 
uniformity, mainly on the authority of D. A few emendations were 
suggested by J. J. Meyer in the notes to. his German translation 
of the text, a fact which is duly acknowledged. In only one or two.

GLOSSARY 


This glossary is limited in scope. It seeks to give the meanings 
of only such words and expressions as have a technical sense or 
are used in a peculiar or unusual sense in this text. Even so, such 
technical terms as have been defined or explained in the text itself 
are not included. Thus, for example, the names of the divisions 
of time and space described in 2.20 or those of the tantra-yuktis 
defined and illustrated in 15.1 have been kept out. Similarly, the 
names of trees etc., enumerated in 2.17 or those of weapons in 2.18 
or those of gems and other articles in 2.11 and so on are not 
included, since entries like ‘Name of a tree’, ‘Name of a ‘weapon’ 
would have served little useful purpose. A very few exceptions 
have, however, been made because of the peculiar significance of 
some names. 


In some cases, for example the names of battle-arrays in 10.6, 
the gaits of horses in 2.30, expressions indicating the place of origin 
of pearls etc. in 2.11, the meanings that could be given appeared far 
from certain, and a glossary, it was thought, could hardly do justice 
to them. Such words also have, therefore, not been included here. 
The meanings of these and many other difficult words as well as 
the interpretation of numerous difficult passages in the text are 
considered in the exegetical and critical notes that accompany 
the new English translation of the text. 


In the case of words in common use, only their peculiar 
meanings as found in this text are generally given, even when the 
words in their usual sense are found used elsewhere in the text. 
As a rule, words and meanings, not attested in the Practical 
Sanskrit—English Dictionary of V. S. Apte (3rd Edition), are alone 
given, though even in this respect a few exceptions have been made. 


The meanings given are mainly on the authority of com- 
mentaries so far as they are available and modern interpreters like 
Sham Sastri, Meyer and Breloer. In a few cases, these authorities 
are referred to in brackets after the meaning. Some of the 
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meanings offered are uncertain, a fact indicated by a question mark. 
Many of the meanings given here are discussed in the notes to the 
translation referred to above. 

In the references to the text, the numbers refer to the 
adhikarana, the adhydya and the sutra respectively. 

It is hoped that the glossary will be found useful by students 
of this text.

The present work discusses different views on the origin and nature of the state in 

_ ancient India. Italso deals with stages and processes of state formation and examines the 
releyance of caste and kin-based collectivities to the construction of polity. The Vedic 
assemblies are studied in some detail, and developments in political organisation are 
presented in relation to their changing social and economic background. The book also 
shows how religion and rituals were brought in the service of the ruling class. 


THE MAURYAN POLITY 


V.R.R. DIKsHITAR 

For a reconstruction of the political history of Asoka and his predecesors attempted by 
the author in this book, the main sources of information are the Kautiliya Arthasastra, 
the inscriptions of Asoka and the fragments of Megasthenese’s writings. In the first chapter 
the authenticity and value of these documents are critically examined, while second 
chapter is devoted to the character and extent of the Empire. Then the three following 
chapters deal with the Central Administration and the fifth one with Provincial and 
Local Governments. The last chapter is on the religion of the Mauryas in general and 
that‘of Chandragupta and Asoka in particular. 

By a critical and comparative study the author has come to the conclusion that the 
extant Arthasastra is a genuine work of the chancellor of Chandragupta Maurya and 
that neither Asoka was a Buddhist nor Chandragupta a Jain. 


» STATE AND GOVERNMENT IN ANCIENT INDIA 
A.S. ALTEKAR - 


The present work by a well-knwon authority on Ancient India deals ina comprehensive 
manner with the ancient Hindu political ideas, theories and ideals and describes the 
different features and aspects’ of the ancient Indian administration in its numerous 
branches. It is based not merely on a study of the different Smriti books and Arthasastra 
works in Sanskrit, which give us the theoretical picture, but it also utilizes fully all the 
data bearing on the subject available in Vedic and classical literature, Buddhist and Jain 
works, ancient books on history and accounts of foreign travellers and historians. Rich 
material supplied by inscriptions has been fully tapped and the discerning critic will not 
be unwilling to concede that no previous work on the subject attempts to give such a 
comprehensive synthesis of the divergent data supplied by theoritical and literary works 
on the one hand and by inscriptions and purely historical records on the other.
